A work fo well gaard- 
ed as to be proof to fuch inquiries, if it fhould 
difcover brilliancy, as well as ftrength, is however, 
too valuable for a concealment of the author. And 
the curiofity of the reader, cannot be fufficiently 
gratified without both his name and his defign. 
In this cafe ftood the author of the Mirror, whofe

“The complexion of my paper will depend on 
a thoufand circumftances which it is impoflible to 
forefee.

INFLUENCE OF THE FEMALE CHAR. 
ACTER ON SOCIETY IN GENERAL. 


READ BY MISS C. 
DIFFERENT nations, and various charac- 


ters of men in thofe different nations, have given 
to Women different degrees in the f{cale of intel- 
le€tual being ; fome fink her to a grade f{carce a 
remove from the peacock, the parrot, or the ma- 
caw ; others itill more degrading, clafs her with 
that itupid drudge, the afs, and fome with the pa- 
tient camel, knecling to receive its allotted load, or 
the fawning {fpaniel, fondly kiffing the hand by 
which it has been cruelly, and perhaps unjuftly 
chaftifed. To mark the degree where they fhould 
be placed, is neither my province nor intent ;— 

they are in the eye of ‘unprejudiced reafon un- 
doubtedly fo to be confidered, as ranking higher 
or lower according to the brilliancy of theiy un- 
derftanding, the virtues of their hearts, or the ex- 
tent and ufefulnets of theirtalents. But one thing 
I will beg leave to obferve ; their manners, habits, 
and incliriations, have a much more diffufive in- 
fiuence ow fociety m general, than the other fex 
are willing to allow. To exemplify this, obferve 
the children of a weman of fenfe, virtue and re- 
finement, and fee what modeity, delicacy, and un- 
affe&ted rationality, dignify the condu&t of her 
daughters ; what magnanimity, undaunted bra- 
very, and iteady mtegrity, characterize her fons. 
The purity of her mind is evinced by the neatnefs 
and regularity of herfamily. In her perfonal or- 
naments though perfectly fimple, fhe is always el. 
egant ; thofe who behold her, wifh and ftrive to 
imitate her. In her manners, courteous without 
fervility, and dignified without arrogance. ‘he 
ill-bred and rude are corrected by her example ; 
the meanly proud are taught humility by her art- 
lefs affability. Where is the family whofe mif- 
trefs is a woman of a cultivated underftanding, 
and really good heart ; not foolifhly attempting 
to rife above, nor thoughtlefsly finking below the 
duties of her ftation ; but every branch of it par- 
take in fome degree, of her fuavity of manner ; 
catch as it were imperceptibly, her benevolence, 
purity and gentlenefs—nay her influence extends 
farther, her inferiors loving and re{pecting her 
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charaéter, follow her example ; her fuperiors, 


confcious of her worth, refpeét her according to. 


her merits—not the rank fhe holds in fociety— 
and the moft audacious libertine would not dare 
to offend her, for there is fuch heavenly majet- 
ty in virtue, it is like an adamantine fhield to 
beauty, and guards it from affault. Men are 
ia general apt to depreciate the merits of the 
oppofite fex, not men of fenfe and candour— 
NOs though they even argue that two funs cannot 
frine in the fame hemifphere; yet they can paf- 
fionately admire the luftre of the moon even at her 
full, and are willing fhe fhould fhine moft refplendid- 
ly glorious, providedthe admiring multitude are con- 
vinced, and freely own that fhe derives her {plendor 
from the planet of day. And true it 18, the moon 
would be a dark and cheerlefs mafs without the fun’s 
refracted light, and Woman, an iolate miferable be- 
ing, without the proteéting arm and directing judg- 
ment of Fathers, Brothers, or Friends of the other 
fex. But this allowed, it takes not from my for- 
mer argument of the influence of female man- 
ners on fociety in general. The Father gazes with 
delight, while liftening with rapture to the conver- 
fation of a well-informed Daughter ; the Brother, 
however profligate his manners, or licentious his 
principles, puts a guard on his words, looks and 
actions in the prefence of his virtuous filter. What 
then is the inference 2 Were all Women rational, 
unaffe@ted and virtuous, coxcombs, flatterers and h- 
bertines would no longer exuit. What man would 
entertain a woman with nonfenfical trifles, if he 
were certain to be treated with contempt ? Who 
would flatter a woman, however handfome, if fen- 
fible he would only be defpifed for his folly ? Or 
what man would dare to breathe a word deroga- 
tory to the fanétity of virtue,,if confcious the 
woman he moft efteemed, would by an indignant 
glance, look him into annihilation ; and by an ef- 
fort of heroic virtue, tear him (however beloved 
betorc) from her heart forever ? Man degrades 
us in the feale of beings, and why ? becaufe we 
take no pains to preferve our own dignity. Wo- 
men were not formed to lead armies on to con- 
queft, to prefide in the fenate, or decide in the 
intricacies of the law ; but it is equally certain na- 
ture never defigned her, to pafs her timé in de- 
ciding on the colour of a ribbon, the form of 
a robe, or the placing of acap. She has a rea{- 
oning foul, let her improve its powers; fhe has 
itrength of mind, let her exert it. Let her con- 
fecrate the pure temple of her foul to Virtue ; let 
Religion raife the altar, and Reafon facrifice upon 
it Envy, Vanity, and falfe Pleafure, thofe demons 
ever ready to lead the female heart aftray. ‘Then, 


none will approdch the facred Fane without ref-- 


pett—our brothers, awed by our virtue, will ne- 
ver tranfgrefs her facred laws ; our friends, charm- 
ed with our good fenfe, and pleafed with our fo- 
ciety, will model their manners by that rule which 
would be ‘only fure to obtain our approbation— 
the prefeut generation would admire ; the rifing 
one revere us ; and future ages blefs our memo- 
ries, as having led the way to real felicity in this 
lite, and planted flowers in that dreary avenue 
through which we mutt pafs, to that which is to 
come.

Stephen Gorham, Efg. Rev. Dr. Weit, 
William Smith, Efg. Treafurer. 

Upon examination of the records it was found, 
that, from C&. 1, 1801, to O&. 10, 1802, two 
hundred and three patients have been recommen- 
«ded tothe care of the Difpenfary. Of which 
number upwards of 185 have been attended by 
the feveral phyficians of the Difpenfary, and about 
17 by the other gentlemen of the faculty ; that 
of the number recommended. 

31 had died—i28 cured and difcharged—44 
remain under the care,ofthe Difpenfary. Total 203- 

That 370 dolls. 39 cents was charged by the 
apothecary for medicines, and ror 70 by the vint- 
ner for wine, delivered to the patients within the 
term aforeiaid. 

Upon a comparative view with the report made 
laft year, the number of patients recommended has 
increafed more than one fourth part, and the Man- 
agers regret very much that a greater number of 
perfons have withdrawn their fubfcriptions from 
this very ufeful and benevolent inftitution, than 
have been added by new fubfcribers. They, how- 
ever, flatter themfelves that its great utility will 
induce the generous and benevolent to afford it a 
yet more ample fupport. It is now put under 
fuch regulations that no expence is incurred by 
either the attending or. confulting phyficians ; the 
gentlemen who fill thofe offices have, fince July 
lait, very generoufly, and, as the managers believe, 
very faithfully, attended that fervice gratis. 








SCIENTIFIC DISCOVERIES. 
CHEMISTRY. 
IT appears from Mr. Hatcuerr’s Analyfis, 
(prefented to the Royal Society of London) of a 
Mineral fubftance from North America, contain- 
ing a metal hitherto unknown, that the ore con- 
fits of iron combined with unknown fubftance, and 
that the latter confifts of 3 4ths of the whole. This 
fubftance is proved to be of a metallic nature, by the 
coloured precipitates which it forms with prufiate 
of potath, and with the tin€ture of galls ; by the 
effets which zinc produces, when immerfed in 
acid folutions ; and by the colour which it com- 
municates to phofphate of ammonia, when melt- 
ed with it. From experiments made with the 
blow-pipe, it feems to be a metallic fubftance which 
retains the oxigen with great obitinacy. It is ana- 
cidfiable metal ; for the oxide reddens litmus paper, 
expels carbonic acid, and forms combinations 
with the fixedalkalis. But it is very different from 
the other acidifiable metals, viz. arfenic, tungften, 
molybdena, and chromium ; and {till more different 
from the uranium, titanium, and tellurium. The pre- 
cipitates obtained from this ore, Mr. Hatchett 
thinks, might be employed with advantage as pig- 
ments. After confulting feveral ingenious chym- 
ifts, he has been induced to give this new metal 
the name of Columbium. 


NATURAL HISTORY. 

The Ornithorhynchus, is about 17 inches long, 
and 11 inches in circumference. It is found on- 
ly in the frefh water lakes in New South Wales : 
it does not fwim upon the furface of the water, 
but comes up occafionally to breathe, in the fame 
manner as the turtle. The natives fit on the banks 
with imall wooden fpears, and watch them every 
time they come to the furface, until they get an 
opportunity of ftriking. When they are taken 
on fhore, they ufe their claws with fo much force, 

















as to oblige the natives to confine them between 
two pieces of board while they are cutting off the 
barbs of the {pear to difengage it. When loofe, 
they run upon the ground with as much aétivity as 
a land tortoife. It inhabits the banks of the lakes, 
and is f{uppofed to feed in the muddy places which 
furround them—but the particular food on which 
they fubfift is not known. 


MEDICAL. 

I HAVE been of opinion that a fweat of black 
Snake-root will cure the yellow fever. I have fev- 
eral reafons for thinking this, but ‘aiming at brev- 
ity, I omit them. I with an experiment to be 
made ; if it fucceed (and I have the greateft hope 


of it,) I fay further that a glafs of black fnake 


root. bitters taken daily during the feafon will pre- 
vent any one from taking this diftemper. 

Perhaps fome phyficians may fay fuch a fweat 
in that cafe is immediate death, rotwithftanding — 
which I pray an experiment may be made. 

‘T'wenty-five years ago they faid a vomit was 
immediate death in the camp fever, but it proved 
on trial an immediate relief to all that took it, and 
feveral fo relieved, are here {till to prove it.

ACCOUNT of aMODE of KILLING SEALS. 


On the fouth fide of the ifle of Zante, is a vil- 
lage named Agala. Its inhabitants in addition to 
the agricultural labors which are common to them 
with the other iflanders, avail themfelves of their 
fituation to carry on the feal-fifhery. They live at 
the diftance of only two miles from the.fea, which 
neverthelefs, they canvot reach without” defcen- 
ding precipices, of which the bare afpect is fuf- 
ficient to infpire terror. ‘LThofe mountaineers, 
however, having acquired intrepidity from habit, 
defcend to the fea-fide with aftonifhing agility, 
only fupporting themfelves by a thick rope fait- 
ened to a tree or the point of a rock. 

At the water-édge, the rocks that border the 
fea are full of caverns, into which the feais re- 
tire to fleep, and to bring forth their young.— 
To penetrate into thefe caverns, it is neceffary 
for the adventurer to wade in the water almoit 
chin-deep, taking care to hold aloft the piftol 
with which he intends to fhoot his game. If 
the feal happens to be afleep at the ‘time, fuc- 
cefs is certain ; but if awake, at the approach 


|! of his enemy, he viclentiy darts into the water ; 





to hit him in the head, the only place where 
the fhot is mortal-: in any other part, the wound 
would be but flight, and infufficient to prevent 
his efcape. : 

When the mountaineer has killed the feal, he 
flays him in the cavern, and takes away only 
the ‘fkin and fat, leaving all the reft of jthe ani- 
mal to be devoured by the birds, or carried off 
by the waves. The fkin being properly dreffed, 
ferves to make hoes, which are found more du- 
rable ‘than thofe of neat’s leather. The fat is 
melted and reduced to oil, which thofe peaf- 
ants burn in their lamps, and which gives a clear- 
er light, and lafts longer, than olive oil ; but 
the imell which it emits, while burning is intol- 
erable to any perfon whofe olfactory nerves are 
not habituated to it, as thofe.of the inhabitants of 
Angala. The fpring is thé moft convenient for 
this {pecies of fifhery. 

ORIGIN OF THE ISLAND OF NAN- 
TUCKET. 
AN INDIAN 

On the Weft end of Martha’s Vineyard, are 
high cliffs of variegated coloured earths, known 
by the name of Gay-head. On the top of the 
hill is a large cavity, which has the appearance of 
the crater of an extinguifhed volcano, and there 
are evident marks of former fubterraneous fires. 
The Indians, who live about this {fpot, have a tra- 
dition, that a certain Deity refided there before 
the Europeans came to America ; that his name 
was Manfhop ; that he ufed to ftep out on a 
ledge of rocks, which ran into the fea, and take 
up a whale, which he broiled for his own eating 
in the coals of the aforefaid volcano, and often in- 
vited the Indians to dine with him, or gave them 
the relics of his meal. That once-to fhew their 
gratitude to Manfhop for his very great kindnedls 
to them, they made an offering to him of all the 
tobacco which grew upon the ifland for one iea- 
lon. This was icarcely fufficient to fill his great 
pipe, but he received the prefent very graciouily, 
{moaked his pipe and turned out the afbes of it in- 
to the fea, which formed the jifland of Nantucket ! 
Upon the coming of the Europeans into Ameri 
ca, Manthop retired in difguft, and has never fince 
been feen.
